PREFACE 


In offering this consignment I do so feeling that they are a very 
desirable lot. Their color and conformation are all that could be asked for. 
They are not excessively fat but are in good breeding condition as they are 
the kind that respond to feed and I have no apology to make for them. Much 
of the blood lines have been in my possession over 40 years. My efforts 


have been to advertise only such cattle as I would like to keep. 


Having dominated the leading shows of North America for many years 
with the old Maxwalton Herd—getting the lion's share of the spoils—I could 
see that there was a growing demand for polled cattle and good fortune 
gave me the Polled bull Maxwalton Acrolith for which the late charles 
Leemon offered me $1000.00 when cattle were comparatively cheap, but 
as the bull had failed the Bang’s Test, of which we knew but little at that 
time and there was no sale, and I was handicapped in getting much use 
of the bull, but had three cows in calf to him and one gave me Maxwalton 


A-Wun. 


For some time I was undecided as to quitting the horned cattle and not 
until I had polled calves to sell did I realize that there was. much more 
demand for them than those with horns of the same quality. Besides I feel 
that the business is yet more fascinating. I used to look forward to calves 
coming and guess on good or not so good, but now those that come with 


horns are less appreciated. 


I am sorry that it was not possible to have an expert make pictures of 
them and those we have had to use are photographs from life and have not 


been worked over in any way. 


My Guarantee will be the same as the others, but I have no hesitation 


in giving a retest for Bang’s on those that may be wanted for accredited herds.
